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This paper is concerned with the selection of lectotypes for the 
species of Rhyparochromine Lygaeidae, described by DisrawT (1904) 
from the material collected by L. Fea in Burma in 1885-1888. ‘Type 
material is located in the British Museum (Nat. Hist.), London and in 
the Museo Civico di Storia Naturale, Genova. In a number of cases, 
specimens in both London and Genova are labelled * l'ype '. It is thus 
necessary to clearly designate which specimen is to be considered for 
future reference as the lectotype. 

The various collections were studied while I was in receipt of a 
Royal Society and Nuffield Foundation Commonwealth Bursary. The 
research was supported by grants from the National Research Council 
of Canada and the University of British Columbia. Material was examin- 
ed in 1965, while on study leave from the University of British Columbia 
and in receipt of a travel grant from the National Research Council of 
Canada. I would like to thank Dr. E. Tortonese, Dr. Delfa Guiglia 
and Dr. C. Mancini for assistance in studying the collections in Genova. 
I am indebted to Dr. W.E. China and the Trustees of the British Mu- 
seum (Nat. Hist.) for permission to work on the collections in London.
